UTILITIES BOARD

Oldfield Offers BUI Differing
, From One Introduced

'1 By Gallinger.

CONTAINS PROVISION
FOR FIXING VALUE

One Provision Aimed At Gas Com-

panyWould Regulate
Sales of Stock.

Congressman Oldfleld, of the House
Distriot Committee, Introduced In the
House this afternoon a substitute
for the Gallinger public utilities bill,
and providing for the creation of a
public utilities commission in the
District ,

The main difference between the
two bills concern the manner of ar-

riving at the physical valuation of
public utilities,

The Gallinger plan is drawn much
after that used by Maryland, while
the Oldfield plan is a combination of
the 'Maryland, Wisconsin, New York,
and California laws.

, . What It Stipulates.
The Oldfleld substitute stipulates

that hereafter no public utility cor-
poration shall issue any stock cer-
tificates, bonds, mortgages or other
evidence of Indebtedness payable In
more than one year from date untilIt shall have first obtained consent
from the public utilities commission,
when created.

The bill then outlines the proceed-
ings for obtaining such authority
from the commission, among the con-
ditions being the following: When
stocks, bonds, "mortgages, 'and o'ther
evidences of; Indebtedness are Issuedfor moirtyn.onlys tfiejHAllo, UtfMy
hall rile"wlth tti- b- immtiM ff

statement certified by the president
and secretary, setting forth the
amount and character Jof the Issue,
the purposes for which 'stock is is-
sued, and a full statement of thetotal assets and liabilities of thepublic utility. The commission isgiven sweeping authority to demandany evidence the commission deemspertinent.

The commission shall determinewhether the proposed issue is necessary
u Dunn jio.c wie nuinoruy 10 dis-approve the issue unless found Justi-

fied.
It is also provided that when stockcertificates or other evidence of in-

debtedness are to be Issued partly orwholly for property and services orother considerations than money, thepublic utility commission shall also re-quire complete Information from thepublic utility, Including full details anddescription of the estimated value of
the property and the total assets andliabilities of the utility.

Another Important provision Is In theIssuance of stock. No shares shall bedisposed of at less than par value, and
Bo other evldenco of Indebtedness shallbe disposed of at less than 90 per centof Its par value.

One section reads: "Any stocks, cer-
tificates of stock, bonds, mortgages, or
other evidence of Indebtedness issued by
such public utility for and In return forproperty or services which shall he val-
ued In excens of that found bv the com-SBlHl-

shall bo void."
Another section, and this section Is

considered to apply especially to the(rations of the Kas company, reads:
"ftJ no PUD,lc utility shall Issue stock,

certificates of stock, bonds, mortgages,or other evidence of Indebtedness formoney, property, or services, either di-rectly or indirectly, nor shall It recelvoIn money, property, or services as pay-
ment of the same, until there shall havebeen recorded upon the books of such
8ubllc utility the certificate of the pub

o utility commission heroin provided

Limits Stock Issue.
The bill also provides that no publis

utility corporation shall issue stocks or
bonds for the purpose of any reor-
ganization or consolidation In excess of
the total amount of the stock, bonds,
and other evidence of Indebtedness out-
standing against the public utilities re
organizing: and consolidating, and no
such public utility Bhall purchase

of any other public utility to
feet a consolidation until the com-

mission has determined and set forth in
writing that such consolidation will be
In the public Interest.

All stocks, bonds, mortgages and
other evidences of Indebtedness issued
contrary to this provision of this law
are declared to bo void. A fine of not
less than 30 or more than $10,000 shall
be assessed against those who violate
the provisions of the act.

It is also prohibited that no public
utility shall apply Btock, bonds and
other evidences of Indebtedness to any
other person or Issue the same on any
less favorable terms than the terms
specified by the publlo utility commis-
sion.

SENT TO MOTHER

Schoolmate Completes Chair
Fulfilling Carl Lehnert's

, Christmas Plan.

YOUNG ITALIAN LAD
, ASKS TO DO WORK

Tells Teacher Playfellow Would
Have Desired That Task

Be Finished.

Neither heiresses receiving sable
furs nor poor little girls getting
flaxen-haire- d dolls will feel one-ten- th

of the emotion over a Christ-
mas gift as is being experienced to-

day by the mother of Carl Lchnert,
the nine-year-o- ld boy killed by an
automobile on Thanksgiving Day.

A cane seated chair sits in Mrs.
Lehnert's home, in sixth street, be-

tween Q and R streets northwest,
which the widowed mother, now de-

prived 'jit hen son, is viewing with
feUngV whlcir can only be guessed
at i The repair of the chair was
started by her son, ana only finished
after his death by one of his friends
as a Christmas gift to her.

Injuries Are Fatal. "

Carl Lehnert, on account of his deaf-
ness, had been a pupil at the ungraded
school at 625 Q street northwest, and
here a few days before he was killed
he had started to reseat a, chair from
home with rattan strips. The rehabili-
tation of the chair was Intended as a
Christmas gift to his mother.

On Thanksgiving Day he suspended
work along with other school children,
and while playing In front of his home
an automobile came along which he did
not hear. The machine struck him, and
the lad received Injuries which caused
his death a short time after.

After this the chair with Its cane
seat half finished remained In the school
room. Four or five days ago Henry
Stain, an Italian boy of thirteen years,
who had been a playmate and a school-
fellow of Carl Lehnert, went to theprincipal of the school.

"Can I finish Carl's chair?" ho asked."Why7" was tho query.
"Can wanted to give it to his mother

for Christmas, and I know he would
like for mo to do It for him, now that
he can't do It himself."

In a voice choking with emotion tho
school principal at once accorded per-
mission.

The chair was finished at tho noon
hour today, and Henry Stain carried
the chair over to Mrs. Lehnert.

Kenyon Bill Cuts Out
Senators' Free Baths

Two bills have been Introduced in the
Senate for tho purpOBO of making the
lot of the Senator less rosy regarding
perquisites and emoluments of his of-

fice. Both bills aro by Senator Ken-
yon. Ono is to abolish the system of
maintaining free baths and a free bar-
ber Hhop at Government expense for
Senators. The bill provides for a sys- -'
tern whereby Senators shall pay for
theqp attentions Instead of getting them
for nothing.

It Is not generally known that the
Government pays out botween $20,000
and JJ5.000 every year to give Senators
baths, shaves, haircuts, and massages.
This, however, Is the expensive fact.
In the opinion of Senator Kenyon there
Ib no more reason why tho Government
should furnish free baths and shaves
than free meals.

His other bill Is to reduco tho mllaae
allowance by half, cutting It from 'JO
cents to 10 cents per mile.

A number of members of Congress sup-
ported other candidates for this posi-
tion, but tho President, upon the rec-
ommendation of the Department of Jus-
tice, decided to give Judge Mullovny
another term.

The nomlnaUon went to the Senate
this afternoon, and probablv will be
confirmed after the holidays. Should
the Senate hold an executive session to-la- y,

th 3 nomination may be confirmed
at once.

The Senate this afternoon confirmed
tho reappointment without referring tho
matter to a committee. This is a very
unusual mark of appreciation.
